Dear Mr. Thomson, 


Thank you for agreeing to encourage Michelle 8. Jean, Deputy Minister of Health, to increase 
efforts to ensure the use of existing recommended means of screening persons whose central nervous 
system dysfunction is caused by sensitivities out of the general psychiatric population so as to protect 
them from horrific abuse. 


Thank you for again agreeing to approach Mr. Yalden to ask him to investigate what is 
happening to persons with sensitivities, in general. His policy assistant has been told to expect this 
approach since you met with AEHA earlier this year. We look forward to a CHRC investigation of 
widespread abuse of this group. 


However, we approached your office concerned that adults and children with sensitivities 
continue to be subjected, by physicians and others, to physical and emotional abuse, including 
assault, and that many are being driven to suicide because of this abuse. The fact that attitude 
problems in the medical community are contributing to damages and deaths is known to you and to 
your government, yet you do not act to stop it. The medical self-regulation process has been 
approached for thirty years, at least, about abuse by physicians. There have been provincial, federal, 
and international studies that have identified the abuse is taking place, yet we are not being 
protected under laws relating to assault, insome cases manslaughter, and in some cases criminal 
negligence causing death. 


In yesterday's Citizen there was an article about Louise Lortie being charged with manslaughter 
for telling a 12 year old girl to replace her insulin with homeopathic therapies. Many similar deaths 
have occurred when physicians have told people their sensitivities are not real, and done things to 
them that we would describe as abuse, yet no physician has been charged with manslaughter. | don't 
believe that, in the case of physician abuse of this group, we are talking exclusively about medical 
treatment, we are talking about physical and emotional abuse. Considering the attitudes 
demonstrated by the CPSO, it seems unlikely they represent an adequate means of dealing with 
widespread abuse by physicians. 


Task you the same question I asked when you were provincial Deputy Attorney General. When 
will persons with sensitivities be given equal treatment under the law?
